The interview began with both doctors introducing themselves and explaining their backgrounds and 
how they became interested in the study of heat related injuries. Both doctors explained that they 
arrived in 2014 1(b)(6) | and 2015 1(b)(6) I , respectively. They said after seeing a very significant number 
of severe heat related injuries, they were motivated to research ways of mitigating these injuries. 


Mr. Hasemyer asked several questions that were somewhat out of the doctors' expertise, such as how 
much the Army pays to train each Soldier/Ranger at Fort Banning? And, how specifically do heat injuries 
effect the readiness of each unit within the Army? He also asked about the weight of ruck sacks when 
carried in unit marches, the speed of the marches and other unit-specific questions. I told him that the 
doctors were not privy to that information and the units would be the best source for those answers. 
However, it is worth noting that Mr, Hasemeyer did seek information that I feel straddled the line 
between investigative reporting and fact-finding journalism. 

Dr. 1(b)(6) I pointed out that units and cadre here at Fort Benning are trained to provide immediate care 
to Soldiers when it is believed that they're suffering heat related injuries. 

Overall, Mr. Hasemyer did not receive any information that would place the U.S. Army in a negative 
light. His focus was on Fort Benning's extensive research with USARIEM and their innovative techniques 
of mitigating heat related injuries. The article is expected to be published on the InsideClimate website 
in mid-November, he said.
